Flynn cuts ties to Trump lawyers 


Split suggests ex-adviser is cooperating with Mueller

WASHINGTON — Lawyers 
for Michael Flynn, President 
Donald Trump’s former na- 
tional security adviser, no- 
tified the president’s legal 
team in recent days that 


they could no longer discuss 
the special counsel’s inves- 
tigation, according to four 
people involved in the case, 
an indication that Flynn is 
cooperating with prosecu- 
tors or negotiating a deal. 
Flynn’s lawyers had been 
sharing information with 
Trump’s lawyers about the 


investigation by special 
counsel Robert Mueller, 
who is examining whether 
anyone around Trump was 
involved in Russian efforts 
to undermine Hillary Clin- 
ton’s presidential campaign. 

That agreement has been 
terminated, the four people 
said. Defense lawyers fre- 


quently share information 
during investigations, but 
they must stop when doing 
so would pose a conflict of 
interest. It is unethical for 
lawyers to work together 
when one client is cooper- 
ating with prosecutors and 
another is still under inves- 
tigation. 


The Washington Post re- 
ported that the call from 
Flynn lawyer Robert Kelner to 
Trump attorney John Dowd 
came Wednesday evening. 

Before this week, Kelner 
and been strategizing with 
lawyers for Trump, his son 
Donald Trump Jr. and his 
son-in-law Jared Kushner, 
among others.

State auditor Yost uses 
Twitter with a sly bent

Scrolling through State 
Auditor Dave Yost’s Twitter 
feed is kind of like talking to 
the guy. 

Yost, a Republican candi- 
date for Ohio attorney gen- 
eral, is a quiet and delibera- 
tive character in person. But 
he’s not one to miss a joke. 

Online, he tackles tough 
issues with the same 
thoughtfulness and humor. 
He’s game to poke fun at a 


political opponent, or riff on 
current events. Occasionally, 
he may spar with a troll or 
two. And perhaps offend 
some people. He admits his 
style sometimes works, and 
sometimes doesn’t. 

It’s an approach that res- 
onates with a younger audi- 
ence, seeking more authen- 
ticity in leaders, Emerson 
College political communi- 
cations professor Vincent 
Raymauld said.

Court consolidation 
gets a bench hearing

The idea of merging 
some or all of the 13 mu- 
nicipal courts operating 
in Cuyahoga County was 
discussed by several judi- 
cial candidates this year as 
a possible way to create a 
more cost-efficient and eq- 
uitable justice system. 

Some candidates said 
they would be open to con- 
sidering a merger of their 
suburban court with the 


court of a neighboring sub- 
urb. 

Other candidates said 
they would be more in- 
clined to consider the for- 
mation of a countywide 
court, similar to the court 
in Hamilton County. 

Today, cleveland.com 
and The Plain Dealer con- 
tinue that discussion as 
part of Justice For All, a 
series that advocates for 
criminal justice reform.
